CENTENNIAL COMMEMORATIVE 
MEDAL FOR THE AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS 


Design for a gold medal by Sidney 
Waugh to be presented to President 
Eisenhower by the American Institute of 
Architects which is holding its Centennial 
Celebration in Washington, D. C., May 
13-17. The medal also will be cast in 
bronze for members of the national pro- 
fessional architectural society . . . 

The eagle on the obverse side of the 
medal is taken from the official seal of 
The American Institute of Architects. 
While all elements of the original seal 
have been retained, design changes were 
made to give it a contemporary interpreta- 
tion. 

The symbol on the reverse side is a free 
expression of the Centennial theme "A 
New Century Beckons.” The micrometer 
measures time and space, with space be- 
ing represented by the asteroid and a 
conventionalized clock representing time. 
On the secondary plane, back of the above 
motif, the pair of dividers measures the 


future as represented by the standa 
accepted symbol of nuclear fissure. T 
symbols are expressive of the technok 
ical and scientific advance which will p 
foundly affect the architecture of the n 
era. 

Sidney Waugh was born in Amhel 
Mass., in 1904 and was educated at A 
herst College and M.I.T. He recei 
his training in sculpture in France w 
Henri Bouchard. In 1929 he won © 
Rome prize in sculpture and spent th 
years in Italy. He has been working 
New York City since 1932 and has 
ecuted a large number of monumer 
works for publie buildings in collaborat 
with architects. He also has desig 
many notable pieces for Steuben Glass. 

Waugh is a Fellow and past presid 
of the National Sculpture Society, mem 
and past vice-president of the Natic 
Academy of Design and a member of ' 
Institute of Arts and Letters. He 
been the recipient of many awards 
honors including The Herbert Ad: 
Memorial Medal of The National Seulp! 
Society.

Remodeling work at Bald Peak Colony Club 
included a complete new dining room on poured 
concrete foundation, slab on fill floor, wood and 
steel frame walls and roof, wood boarding and 
clapboard walls, wood roof deck and 2” rigid 
insulation, built up asphalt roof with white 
marble chip top, center section of roof supports 
a colored concrete outdoor dance deck inside an 
ornamental iron railing. Interior of dining room 
is finished with plaster walls and beams. Light- 
ing is built in concealed cove lighting. Ceiling is 
М” accoustic tile. Windows and sliding doors 
are of plate glass. Floor in main dining room 
is covered with nylon carpeting. This project 
also included a complete new kitchen with ceramic 
tile walls and floor, with all new plumbing, heat- 
ing, and a complete new setup of kitchen equip- 
ment. A new stairway from dining room to 
main floor of club house was also a part of this 
project.
